Arrival of charter confirms our 




GREENWICH is now a Royal Borough. 
Her Majesty The Queen bestowed the 
status on Friday as one of the first 
actions to mark her Diamond Jubilee 
year. 

The honour triggered a weekend of 
celebrations in Woolwich, Eltham and 
Greenwich town centres, as people joined 
in the fun as dozens of special events took 
place. 

On Friday Cllr Chris Roberts, the Leader 
of Greenwich Council, and Cllr Jim 
Gillman, the Mayor, delivered the Royal 
Charter with its Great Seal attached to the 
town hall. The document, signed by The 
Queen, formally confirmed the borough’s 
royal status. 

It was presented to the Mayor and the 
council leader during a ceremony in the 
Queen’s Robing Room in the House of 
Lords. 

Royal Borough status is purely 
honorific and granted by the Sovereign 
as an exceptional mark of Royal favour. 
It confers no additional funding or powers 
but the accolade will help the council to 
promote the borough as a visitor destnation 
boosting tourism and investment into the 
local economy. 

Cllr Roberts said: “This is a proud day 
for Greenwich and its people, and reflects 
centuries of close associations between the 
borough and the Monarchy. 

“It is a great honour for the borough 
to receive the Royal Charter during Her 
Majesty’s Diamond Jubilee year, and 
today’s announcement heralds the start 
of a truly unique year in the borough’s 
history. 

“Greenwich has many features that 
lead it to be recognised across the globe 
- the Prime Meridian, Greenwich Mean 
Time, its magnificent buildings as well 
as open spaces and the riverfront. In so 
many elements of Greenwich’s heritage, 
we can trace a strong royal link - from 
royal patronage of the arts, science and 
exploration, through the Monarchy’s links 
with the military and the Ordnance, to 
the ongoing support given by members 
of the Royal Family to community and 
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voluntary organisations in the borough. 

“Together with our role later this year 
in hosting the 2012 London Games, Royal 
Greenwich is proud to take centre stage 
for this special year, which will create a 
legacy for local residents that will last for 
generations to come. Our weekend 
of celebrations showcased all 
the current and future inward 
investment, tourist and job 
opportunities that Royal 
Greenwich has to offer.”

The weekend’s celebrations included 
a musical fireworks display, roving 
entertainers, a falconry display and 
:ostumed characters along with a lantern 
rocession and special tours of the Queens 
House and the Royal Observatory. 

People also had the chance to 
view the Royal Charter at the 
Eltham Centre in Archery Road 
on Saturday as part of the 
weekend’s celebrations. 


THE honour of becoming 
a Royal Borough is a huge 
commercial boost for 
Greenwich. Its strong links 
with Royalty go back at least 
800 years, and together with 
the Olympic and Paralympic 
events taking place here this 
year, it is set to become the 
“must see” place to go in 
2012 . 

In fact, the influential 
tourist guide Frommer’s has 
made the Royal Borough the 
only UK destination listed in 
the top ten global places to 
visit in 2012. 


Businesses are already 
gearing upforthe huge influx 
of visitors expected thisyear.

Greenwich is fourth to

GREENWICH is only the 
fourth borough to be 
granted royal status. 

The others are Windsor 
and Maidenhead, granted 
royal status in the early 
12th century; Kensington 
and Chelsea which became 
a royal borough in 1 901 , and 
Kingston upon Thames, 
designated in 1927. 

The new honour means 
goodbye to the former 
London Borough of 
Greenwich. This was 
created in 1965 by the 
amalgamation of the 
Metropolitan Borough of 
Greenwich with most of 
the Metropolitan Borough 
of Woolwich to the east. The

former North Woolwich, 
north of the river, became 
part of the London Borough 
of Newham. 

The old metropolitan 
boroughs of Greenwich and 
Woolwich ran from 1900 to 
1965, after being created by 
the London Government Act 
of 1899 as sub-divisions of 
the County of London. 

The Arms granted to 
the London Borough of 
Greenwich in 1965 were 
taken from the hour glass 
and radiated stars from the 
arms of the Metropolitan 
Borough of Greenwich, 
symbolisingthe placewhere 
the standard of time is 
taken, and the three cannon 


barrels taken from the 
arms of the Metropolitan 
Borough of Woolwich, 
signifying its links with the 
Royal Arsenal. 

The name Charlton was 
briefly considered for 
the borough instead of 
Greenwich. And Greenwich 
itself was once turned 
down for city status. Had it 
been accepted, the borough 
would have been known 
as the City of Greenwich, 
similar to the City of 
Westminster. 

The Royal Borough is 
twinned with Tema in 
Ghana, Reinickendorf 
in Berlin, and Maribor in 
Slovenia.

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THE Royal Borough of Greenwich’s new 
coat of arms comes into service this 
week. The crest marks the borough’s long 
and illustrious history as well 
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as signalling the future. 

Here’s a guide to what wjw 


it all means... 


the crest 


GODS: the coat of 
arms is flanked 
by Neptune, who 
carries a trident, 
and Jupiter, 
who holds an 
astrolab 


T HE TUDOR ROSE represents 
the Royal Borough’s long 
associations with royalty 
- special dispensation has been 
granted for its use. Its combination 
with the anchor alludes to the 
significant role in royal shipbuilding 
during Tudor times. 

A n anchor and sea 

motif represents the strong 
maritime traditions in the 
Royal Borough. This combination 
of elements is unique to Greenwich 
and is required to make the crest 
distinctive. 

T he armourial helmet 

is the centrepiece of the crest 
(the crest is the part of the coat 
of arms above the shield). Special 
dispensation has been given to use a 


forward-facing helmet - this is usually 
reserved for the royal household. 

R OMAN GODS - Jupiter, God 
of the Sky and Thunder, and 
Neptune, the God of Water and 
the Sea. Jupiter is shown carrying an 
astrolab while Neptune is carrying the 
more familiar trident. The two gods 
are associated with the Royal Borough 
through its unique associations with 
astronomy and maritime history. 
Each supporter wears a Crown - 
Jupiter, the Crown of an Army 
General; Neptune, an Admiral’s crown. 
These represent the Royal Borough’s 
proud association with both the 
Army and Royal Navy. 

JHE SHIELD retains a number 
of elements of the current 
borough shield - the division 


of colour with red at the bottom 
and white at the top, the use of the 
cannon, hourglass and star motifs. 
Additionally it adds a new element 
- a symbolic representation of the 
Thames in the form of the dividing 
line. This is a rare concession in 
heraldry granted personally by The 
Garter King of Arms and unique to 
the Royal Borough. 

S TARS represent astronomy, the 
hourglass the unique status of 
Greenwich as the home of time 
and the Royal Cannon, the Royal 
Arsenal. 

M OTTO - the space given to the 
motto is larger and is seen to 
provide a base and support 
to the coat of arms as a whole. The 
current motto remains unchanged.

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A BLACK POPLAR tree 
was planted in Well Hall 
Pleasaunce on Saturday 
afternoon to mark the Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee year. 

The planting ceremony was 
attended by Cllr Chris Roberts 
the leader of the Royal 
Borough’s council, the Mayor 
Cllr Jim Gillman, and Colonel 
Cyril Young, the Deputy 
Lieutenant for Greenwich and 
the Queen’s representative. 

Saplings of the black poplar 
have been given to every London 
borough by conservationist 
Roger Jefcoate to the mark 
the Royal year. Cllr Gillman 
joined other mayors when the 
trees were handed over at a 
special ceremony in Holland 


Park. The idea is to plant them 
in time to commemorate the 
Diamond Jubilee in June. 

The tree is 4ft high. Black 
poplars used to be common in 
the UK, and their hard wood 
was used for, among other 
things, manufacturing rifle 
butts. Today the trees are 
considered an endangered 
species. The Queen has 
recognised this, and has 
had saplings planted on her 
estates and in the Royal Parks. 

Black poplar wood has been 
identified in floorboards and 
arrows on Henry Vlll’s warship, 
the Mary Rose. The tree also 
appears in John Constable’s 
famous 1821 painting ‘The Hay 
Wain’.

TAKE a dollop of Monty Python, 
add a sprinkling of Benny Hill and 
pour the odd-looking mixture onto a 
pantomime base. Leave to stew for an 
hour-and-a-half until the wits of the 
audience have dulled. 

These were the ingredients of the 
musical comedy, The Sword and The 
Dope, on at the Greenwich Playhouse. 
But what on earth did the two chefs, 
writer Michael Horspool and director 
Matthew Gould, have in mind? 

The opening number, Long, Long 
Ago, which went on and on, set the 
tone for the rest of the night. It lacked 
any humorous edge and was laboured 
and overlong. Had it not been for the 
actors who soldiered manfully on we 
would have walked out with the rest 
at half-time. But we stayed where we 
were, hoping it would improve. 

Based on the legend of King Arthur 
and his knights - but with references 
to mobile phones, the story lacked 
structure, was disjointed and weak, 
consisting of a series of short scenes. 

We might not have noticed had the 
writing been funny, but the writer - 
described in the programme as 
“stumbling into script writing” - 
was continuously wide of the mark. 
Ostensibly for adults, the humour was 
puerile - “I’ve something in the oven 

- I hope it’s not a bun” - perhaps the 
funniest joke of the night. Even the 
narrators, Bosstock (Patrick Rowe) 
and Rumpkin (Sam George), a sort of 
mediaeval Ant and Dec, were laboured 
and painful and ended up by simply 
making matters worse. But if the 
humour was bad, the music was worse 

- from the tuneless, The Black Knight, 
He’s all Right, to the rock anthem, 
No Matter What, with lyrics that were 
contrived, at best. 

That the cast carried on was a credit 
to them all, the second half of the 
show perhaps weaker than the first. 
Energetic and diligent, they were on cue 
despite a continual and uncomfortable 
lack of laughter. Alas, no-one stood 
out although Will Seaward (Perceval) 
caught the eye, his curious accents 
and flamboyant acting amusing, and 
Jay Perry, a former S Club Junior 

- “currently working on a series of 

personal projects” - could at least 
sing in tune. But why Gould didn’t tell 
Horspool to simply rewrite the script is 
a question that is frankly beyond me.

“I’m glad that we went through that 
though, because it gave us perspective - 
we’re never going to get too big for our 
boots because we know what it’s like on 
the other side.” 

There were times when the singer 
thought about jacking it in and 
following a safer career. 

“We came close to getting ‘proper’ jobs 
and doing it part time,” he added. “That 
would have stymied a lot of things, 
because when you are working five days 
a week and doing it in the evenings you

can’t put your heart and soul into it. I’ve 
no doubt we would have just petered out, 
but we got the luckiest break of our lives 
at the right time signing to Polydor and 
them putting their faith in us.” 

The current tour - which stops off at the 
North Greenwich venue from Feb 10-12, 
comes on the back of the group’s sixth 
record, Fallen Empires. 

“I’ve never been more proud of anything 
that I’ve done in my life,” the Northern 
Irishman said. “It’s marks the start of a 
new phase for Snow Patrol.” 

The album was written in a different way 
from previous work. 

“Normally I would come up with the 


structures before we came to the studio 
and everything would be finished,” he 
said. “This time it was more fluid - there 
were no constraints at all. We went with 
our gut on this one, whereas in the past 
there was a bit more planning involved.” 
The band have the dubious honour of 
counting Simon Cowell among their 
biggest fans. 

“He’s been very kind to us, so it’s a 
blessing. He’s someone who’s very 
outspoken and says what he thinks. The 
more people in music who say what they 
mean the better, because a lot of people 
give young singers a lot false hope. Simon 
Cowell at least tells it how it is.” 


It was under Cowell’s tutelage that Leona 
Lewis did a version of Run. 

“It’s an honour to be covered by anyone - 
unless they do an awful job of it! But she 
did a fantastic job and did it in her own 
style, she’s got a bit voice and it went 
straight in at number one. It was our first 
number one hit, so we’ve got nothing but 
thanks for her.” 

It’s a far cry from when the band started 
out, tentatively calling themselves Polar 
Bear. 

“In the beginning we were really just 
looking to find a voice,” the singer said. 
“It was a long time coming. Our first two 
records were quite directionless - they 


were all over the place. With the third 
record [Final Straw] it all came together 
with the new label and producer Jacknife 
Lee who helped us find our way in the 
darkness and gave us confidence to write 
the ‘bigger’ songs. 

“They are not songs that shy away from 
being sentimental and being emotional. 
We were trying to be an American indie 
band when we started. When I stopped 
doing that and started writing from my 
heart it all changed.”

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time.

Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with 
an urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

FOR one sporting organisation in the 
new Royal Borough of Greenwich, 
celebrations around the new status 
were inevitably cooler than most 
because they’d already been there 
and done it - 111 years ago, to be 
precise. 

The Royal Blackheath Golf Club in Court 
Road - between Royal Eltham and Royal 
Mottingham - has enjoyed the Royal prefix 
for so long that it’s part of the furniture. 

“Greenwich’s status as a Royal Borough 
is overdue, I would suggest,” said club 
captain John Burgess. 

“Actually I dug out the date that we 
became a royal club. It came from Edward 
VIII on July 16, 1901. 

“What we had done, like a lot of people, 
we cheated, we called ourselves royal a 
long time before we were. Hospitals did, 
pubs, and the Crown liked it, it was very 
popular.” ^
